Mr. Whitney made it clear for merchants, dis¬ 
tributors and producers everywhere that if the world 
had paid more heed to the law of supply and demand.

Blast Furnace Operatives For

Nor is this the 
only amenity provided for factory 
workers, since It has been for some 
Ume the custom to provide flowers 
and plants tor decoration, even in 
boiler works. Many firms supply brock¬ 
et* on pillars supporting the roof to 
hold flower pots, while outside In the 
grounds the workers tend the plants 
and flowers. Attempts to brighten tbs 
external surroundings of the mills are 
reported from the north of England, 
where waste ground la planted with 
flowers. 

Indeed, nothing appears to be lack¬ 
ing for the comfort of factory workers 
ln well-ordered establishments. Thus 
ln a white lead works ln London a 
glass of grade A milk is provided dally 
for all process workers, while ln hot 
weather barley snd lemon water takes 
its place. At a blast furnace snd pipe 
foundry, the management encouag* 
their workers to drihk bottled milk, 
and as a result (we are assured) the 
furnace men have forsaken their beer 
and become Inveterate milk drinkers! 

This all tends to prove that factory 
life to-day Is very different from 
what It was thirty or forty years ago. 
The Factory Acts gradually brought 
about 'many' Improvements, but the) 
have not been entirely responsible foi 
the change. The government Inspectors 
nowadays, are chiefly concerned with 
the health and safety of the em¬ 
ployees. while wise employers of 
labor study the psychological aspects 
snd make things as comfortable as 
possible for tbelr workpeople.

cMazo <De La Roche’s 
“Finch’s Fortune"

rpHX ICELANDIC word saga, meaning a prose 
l tale. U now being applied to any aerie* of 
, novels carrying the same aet of characters. Gsl»- 
wortby'a half-doten stories built around the 
character 8oames Forsyte, la a series now called 
“The Forsyte Saga." And one of our Canadian 
novelists. Miss Maso de la Roche, haa constructed 
a saga about the Whlteosk family of Jalna. the 
latter being a country place In Ontario. Her first 
novel, which took first prise In a competition 
organised by The Atlantic Monthly several years 
ago, brought her fame and fortune. She followed 
It up with "Whlteoaks of Jalna." which waa re* 
ceived almost as heartily as her first story. She 
haa now used the same family for another work 
cnntled “Finch*a Fortune" (MacMillan Company, 
Toronto). Since she has written three stories 
about the seme family, I think we may begin to 
call It the Whlteoak Saga. As she has taken 
care not to kill off any of her characters In this 
third work, not even the two old men, Nicholas 
and Ernest Whlteoak, It looks as if ahe Intends 
to give us another stretch of the family history 
in etui another story. In view of the fact that 
the present narrative covers a period of only thir¬ 
teen months. It ie quite possible that. If ahe con¬ 
tinues to be 00 successful in preventing her char¬ 
acters from dying at. canoer or motor car catas¬ 
trophes, ahe may go on and on and turn out 
scores of novels In this saga. Obviously this la a 
great labor-saving device. It aevee her the trouble 
of creating a new eet < characters against a new 
background. The practice of economy le being 
extolled these days and even a novelist may bs 
pardoned for falling Into 11ns where so many 
persons In other forme of endeavor have pointed 
the way. 

FEW HAPPENINGS IN THIS STORY 

Seriously speaking, however, the present novel 
la a triumph of Invention. Nothing much hap¬ 
pens; the writer of the ordinary action story 
would be rendered hors de combat If he wars 
restricted to the dally round of life on a farm 
and were forbidden to Introduce Into a farm story 
murder, adultery, incendiarism, fetal UlnesabaUlff 
•ale. or domestic tragedy, such as falling from the 
roof or being kicked to death by a horse. And 
yet Mies de la Roche pllee up 399 pages without 
recording any happening mors dramatic than a 
little terrier’s sudden death at the hands of 
the farm help because It gave every appearance 
of being mad. Lika Jane Austen, ahe can get 
along beautifully by spinning endless talk (and 
most Interesting talk It Is. too) and in this con¬ 
versation depleting the varied motives, antagon¬ 
isms, emotions, sympathies and antipathies of the 
members of the large household ahe has taken 
under her wing. 

It should be added that she breaks away from 
the farm for a number of chapters by taking 
Finch Whlteoak over to England on what he in¬ 
tended to be a pleasure trip. He waa left 9100.000 
by his grandmother, the aged, eccentric matriarch 
who added so much spice to the original volume 
in this series. He was not to enter upon the 
enjoyment of this bequest until he reached his 
majority. That event takes place early in this 
story and the rest of the family, who on the 
death of the old lady felt that she had been 
unfair to them In choosing dreamy young Pinch 
as her chief beneficiary, are mollified when ha 
announcee at a dinner which they gave him on 
hie twenty-first birthday that he haa decided to 
take his aged uncles.

“The Santa Fe Trail” 
Gives Real Romance 

rpHE SANTA PE TRAIL." by R. L. Duffus. tells 
<!> one of the most romantic stories in a manner 
perfectly edaptM to the subject—by which, as 
you may suspect, one means to say that it le a 
very fine book. 

In its rather brief but eventful history this 
West haa been cries-crossed by a good many trails, 
each bearing a name that la of the very essence 
of roman os. Think over some of them—the 
Wilderness Road, the Oregon Trail, the Overland 
Route, the Santa Fe Trail; le not each one a 
magic name, suggesting far-off things and brave, 
half-forgotten days and men? 

Of all these, says Mr. Duffun the Sant* Fe 
Trail was the most glamorous. It not only led 
venturesome men acroat a wild, lonely and peril¬ 
ous country; it took them straight from one 
civilisation to another, from one epoch to another. 
To go from-the Missouri country to New Mexico 
a century ago waa to make a trip like Marco 
Polo's. You stepped out of frontier America into 
a dreamy, somnolent Spanish civilisation that had 
been drowsing under the southwestern sun for 
centuries. 

All of this, ae Mr. Duffus points out. made for 
romance. And so hie history of this trail, from 
Its almost prehistoric beginnings to the day when 
the railroad finally ended Its usefulness, is an 
excellent antidot* for the unroman tic, unexciting 
present. It brings adventure to your armchair, 
and if It makes you sigh regretfully for a bright 
day that la anded, that la simply your hard luck 
for being born into the twentieth century.

Meanwhile smaller blazes In¬ 
flicted a heavy toll.

’ FAINT mistiness spread Itself over the land-

field and Its course, dry to-day. Is marked by an 
uninterrupted line of thicket, a natural hedge 
that growing on each bank often meets overhead. 
The green hues of summer are now greatly modi¬ 
fied by varying shades of bronze, red and yellow, 
aa well as the darker and lees attractive colors 
that tell of decay rather than simple chemical 
change. Most of this is due to the attacks of 
Insects of one kind or another, the leaves being 
either eaten into or with the stems subjected to 
galls, but fungus plants also play their part. 
Some of the bushes scarcely yield a single per¬ 
fectly-leaved twig. 

But If a close examination discloses countless 
flaws the general effect of the long hedge la very 
pleasing. The warm autumnal coloration of the 
leaves is supplemented by the pure white of the 
snowberry and the scarlet of the wild rose hips. 
The Michaelmas daisies are a little peat their 
prime, but their purplish blue clusters etlll 
brighten the border between field and thicket, 
and there are even a few rosy spikes of hardback 
In the hedge Itself. A solitary broom bush has a 
few late-blooming flowers, snd a single raceme 
of snowy bloom la borne by a saskatoon. 

Further along the creek the pleasant odor of 
the prickly gills or skunkweed attracts attention 
to the unsightly little plants which In spite of 
their llfeleee appearance still emit the acent thet 
makes some of our country roads unpleasant on a 
summer evening. Were It not for this unpleasant 
characteristic their little bright blue flowers might 
be attractive, but the prickliness and the sticky 
Ill-smelling glands make them safe from the In¬ 
vestigation of the rambler ee from the foraging 
cattle 

PATHWAYS AMONG THE OAKS 

Between Mount Tolmie and the Normal School 
on the west and 1 the golf links on the east, and 
between Lansdowne Road on the south and Cedar 
Hill Cross-road on the north, lies a region of oak 
woods end open fields with stripe of fir forest 
intruding their sombre end perpetual greenery. 
Winding cattle paths cut In the shallow turf run 
like red or black ribbands across the open spaces 
to lose themselves ln tangled thickets. The beds 
of little winter streams are barely discernible by 
the slightly deeper hue of the grass. Llchened 
rocks rise above the scent herbage like the backs 
of sleeping monsters In a grey-green aea. Gnarled 
and twisted oaks with deeply creviced pallid park 
paas from scattered Individuals to thet closer 
array that makes the ridge from the south a 
massive belt of foliage. 

The winding paths offer many excuses to the 
rambler for leaving their guidance, for almost 
every few yards there la some fresh object of in¬ 
terest or beauty. Here, for example, to the rlgbt 
1s a curious fungus on the trunk of an oak. a 
group of rough yellowish growths with a peculiar 
pungent mousy smell. But hardly have you looked 
at the overlapping exn-eacences than you notice 
thet you are on an old road, a road graded and 
built with some care, but so long disused thet It 
.Is how completely grass-grown. You look along 
It into the heart of the oaks and as you look you 
hear a alight sound, like e whispered sigh: It la 
an oak-leaf leaving Its summer's life on the parent 
tree. Against the grey shadows of the woodland 
spaces It flutters downward. Its autumnal gold 
the symbol of separation snd death. It la very 
quiet here by the old roed; every movement of 
leaf or sound of Insect to heard ln the stillness. 

But now the stLlneae to broken by another 
sound, or rather by e series of similar sounds like 
the patter of rain, the babbling of a brook, or the ! 
wind among the tree-tope. The oak leaves lie so 
thick here in this sheltered alley that the ram¬ 
bler's feet stir up a chorus of sibilant murmurs. 
Fleeeant it to now. as It was In boyhood, to plough 
one’s way ankle-deep through the drifted leaves 
of autumn. Then, at least, one did not seem— 
“to track the melancholy feet 
Of him that to the father of decay." 

Tht fallen oak leaves remind the observer of 


the extraordinary resourcefulness of Nature. At 
first sight and thought there seems In each year’s 
loss of foliage so much of waste, waste of beauty 
end of life. Tet the farmer with hto black soil 
and the gardener with hie leaf mould know 
otherwise. The decaying leaf furnishes by far 
the greater part of the soil nutriment of plants, 
but there are Individual peculiarities. Thus the 
oak leaves as the gardener knows full well decay 
very slowly, and at the same time they furnish to 
the soil ln that lingering process the requisite* of 
an acid soil, such a soil as the aalal and the ar¬ 
butus end other heaths flourish in. It may be 
that this, together with the character of the sub¬ 
soil may explain the belief I found current here 
when 1 arrived from the prairies that oaks or at 
least oak woods show a poor soil. 

ON AN ICE-WOKN PLATFORM 

Beyond a atrip of balsam fire whose lustrous 
green boughs are always among the most restful 
and charming things in the woods the rambler 
comes out on a broad rocky platform, open and 
treeless. From Its summit there to a view of 
Mount Tolmie’■ crown, of open fields desolate and 
barren, of a corner of the golf links, and of Pem¬ 
berton Heights in the distance beyond scattered 
oaks. Tlie air to warm though the sky to not 
sunny and although a very gentle breeze stirs the 
sir up here and brings showers of oak leaves with 
It, e cosy restful corner to found ln n niche of the 


rocka. A broad, level ledge extends ln front of 
me a few yards away, and between it and the 
mass on the left runs a little steep-walled canyon 
about four feet wide whose floor slopes steeply 
doom to the level ground below. While of course 
ridiculously small, it to the easiest thing ln ths 
world to convert it, as one lies here. Into a struc¬ 
ture whose dimensions are multiples of ten on the 
true figures. The grey rock with Its drab mosses 
and lichens, the dull grass. Its withered stems 
concealing the green shoots below, the poor visi¬ 
bility of the day and the lack of any standard of 
comparison ln the foreground, all make the illu¬ 
sion easily possible. 

Our little canyon to the chief of three or four 
gashes ln the wells of the platform. In their 
prqprnt condition It to easy to see that they have 
shared with the broad summit In the erosive 
influences of the glacial loe which at least twice 
crept over this rocky elevation as it did over 
Mount Tolmie beyond the tree-tope to the left 
But the gashes are evidently far older than the 
oldest ice movement, traversing the rock ln our 
little canyon almost at right angles to the direc¬ 
tion of glaciation. ' The represent, widened and 
scoured as they no doubt have been, fractures of 
the local diorlte under stress. They were probably 
widened by the same kind of parallel ftosuring 
we see to-day going on In similar but more ex¬ 
posed fracture lines on our hills and mountains, 
and the debris was cleared out by the Ice. The 


aea, too. which on the retreat of the lee lay some 
two hundred feet deep above our platform, may 
have had Its share ln the process when Its shal¬ 
lowing waters washed reef and tolet. 

It to very noticeable that ln spite of the long 
period of time slnoe the platform rose above the 
reach of the waves so little change has taken 
place In the surface of the rock. Still as thou¬ 
sands of years ego the lichens form a rough grey 
shell over the granitic exterior. Here end there 
the mosses have made a lodgement, and where 
they hayf* you may strip them off end see below 
the fresh surface weathered end pitted by the 
•eld action of the lichens and rain-water. But 
how little It all tol In places the rock etlll pre¬ 
serves the general smoothness and even the 
coarser striatlons of the Ice-movement. 

RIBBI8II HEAPS OLD AND NEW 

Not far from the resting place on the platform 
to a disused gravel-pit. probably the cause of the 
old road through the woods. It to not mors than 
five or six feet deep and ln the ordinary course of 
things bid fair to become an Interesting piece of 
the landscape when Nature bed blurred a little 
the harshness of outline. Once a few years ago I 
gathered within its brink some fine mushrooms 
of the orthodox kind. To-day It to a dismal 
garbage receptacle containing two distinct beeps 
of civilisation's rubbish.

bettered top-hst, one h*lf painted white is fop 
some carnival: these ere some of the more con¬ 
spicuous members of theee modern rubbish heaps. 

On the eastward slope of Mount Tolmie about 
a quarter of a mile away I aat with a friend some 
years ago and Idly poking the ground at my aide 
I came on a rubbish heap of ong ago. covered by 
soli and turf. The discarded material of that 
heap consisted of fragments of a dark and flinty 
volcanic breccia which had been flaked off ln the 
manufacture of stone knives, spear and arrow 
heads, snd what not. One could picture the 
Indian workman seated on the very spot where 
we retted and working with the proverbial pa¬ 
tience of his people st hto so necessary art. What 
skill and artistry went into the fashioning of such 
tools and weapons everyone, knows who has looked 
with ordinary care at e collection of such things. 

The Indian’s outdoor workshop with Its waste 
of stone chlpplngs would go back to the days 
when the oak forests and the grassy prairies were 
far more widespread than to-day or than at any 
time since white men came to these shoets. In 
those days the Indians were lees confined to the 
aea-cosft and could travel long distances Inland 
at this end of the Island. Relics of those times 
are found ln feastlng-places end accompanying 
tools, weapons and utensils found back from the 
coast, and the not Infrequent occurrence of arrow¬ 
heads ln considerable numbers ln the fields of 
Inland farms. 

THROl'GII THE FIR WOODH 

The lower slopes of Mount Tolmie are fringed 
with woods of Douglas and balsam fir. but they 
are open and accessible from having long been 
the haunts of herds of cattle whose paths etlll 
continue their winding ways and whose grazing 
has doubtless restricted the growth of thicket. 
The play of a pair of fUckera halts me for a few 
minutes, and a minute later I come on a email 
red-headed woodpecker extremely actively engaged 
ln what seemed to be the chasing of Imaginary 
Insects ln the bark of willows. In the mototer 
places the first fungi of autumn are already well 
up. Among them to notable the brown-topped 
boletus with a cap two to three Inches across, and 
below a multitude of tiny pores set ln greenish 
yellow. All I examined I found to be literally 
riddled with the ravages of sidall, glassy-looking, 
black-beaded worms. Whatever our tastes may 
be in the matter of the fungus family there to no 
doubt that many insects greatly appreciate them, 
either toying their eggs ln them and so providing 
nourishment for their larvae, or even eating them 
themselves. Thus icts of the most repulsively 
odorous ones are greedily devoured by bluebottle 
flies. On the other hand the fungus family re¬ 
venges itself so to speak on the Insects by preying 
on them by many rl Its members. It to said that 
myriads of insects are destroyed annually by para¬ 
sitic fungi, and it to quite a common thing to 
come acroee examples of this kind of reciprocity 
in our houses as well aa. out-of-doors. 

In the neighborhood of Cedar Hill Croaa-road 
the variety of the woods increases and such 
shrubs as the buckthorn or caacara are to be 
found of considerable size. The roed Itself from 
the brow of the hill east has changed ln no essen¬ 
tial particular since X first walked It thirty years 
ago. Thanks to the conservatism of the Hudson 
Bey Company on the one hand and the absence 
of fire on the other, the fine avenue-llke appear¬ 
ance of the highway to aa striking as ever. By its 
side I gathered eom very fine specimens of the 
hips of the Nootka rose. One of the scarlet fruits 
wae an inch In diameter, another three-quarters, 
and several were but little less. They were taken 
from two bushes. 

The ditches were still richly green with the 
leaves of the creeping buttercup, which in sum¬ 
mer turns them into “fields of cloth of (old.** 
In the grass outside the common buttercup which 
died down ln the heat of summer has already its 
lower leaves out in preparation for spring. It to 
one of the earliest leaf-formers we have, and 
does much to brighten up the winter turf.

“Coming to the present state of the local fleet 
w* find that we have, compared with those of 
*89. a much better class of craft, the principal of 
which are Ariadne, lately owned by P. 0. Barnard; 
Oarsndol* Messrs. J. 0. Olbb and W. Plgott; Dor¬ 
othy. W. H. Langley; White Cap. 0. Lawrte; Tru¬ 
ant. Walter Adams; Helen. David Dolg. and 
Varuna. Harry Barnes. Theee are all cabin boats, 
well fitted up and capable of going on long 
cruises, and It Is a rare thing to find them tied 
up et their moorings for any length of time 
during the summer months. Among the smaller 
yachts there are the Oneida.

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E VEN though a furnace i*-ln excellent condition, the base¬ 
ment weather-tight and the heating unit working to the 
limit of ita capacity, the house may still be cold. This, govern¬ 
ment engineers state, is due to poor insulation of the upper part 
of the housa from cold. 

All houses should be well ventilated, even in winter, but this 
ventilation ha« nothing to do with the drafts of eold air which 
find their way into the house under loose windows and doors, 
through cracks in the roof and outside Walls of the home. The 
only prevention against the inroad of thia cold air is weather¬ 
proofing and insulating.

There le a material made 
of cattle hair stitched between sheets 
of asbestos paper, and a quilted pro¬ 
duct whleh is efficient end inexpensive. 

In treating an old wall. It Is neces¬ 
sary to nail furring stripe over the 
old plaster upon which new lath and 
plaster, insulating board or insulating 
material and wallboard is applied. 

ATTIC IS IMPORTANT 

The attic is the meeting place of the 
warm air ascending up through the 
house and the eold air coming ln 
through the roof. For this reason, 
th# attic should be well insulated 
against the cold coming ln and the 
heat getting out. 

Some materials have been developed 
recently which are excellent for this 
purpose. They are made ln blanket 
form of soft, flexible materials, such 
se felt. wool, hair and fibre. This esn 
be stretched and tucked between studs, 
floor Joists and rafters. Other material 
comes ln the form of sheets to be used 
ln nailing over Joists. 

Insulation of the attic not only 
keeps much cold out ln winter, but also 
prevents much of the heat of a boil¬ 
ing summer’s sun from entering. 

Several types of shingles have been 
put on the market which act as Insula¬ 
tion against cold and heat entering 
the attic.‘ 

In repairing the upper parte of the 
house for winter. It Is well to make a 
final examination of the gutters and 
downspouts. These, if stopped up. al¬ 
low ice to form and spread a cold 
blanket around the house.

A LTHOUGH to* warm summer day* In which 
they fleet appear are *one to* grasshopper, 
are atlll with us. A walk torouch almost any 
gnaay piece will eend numbers of them Ilyin* 
throuih th* ah ahead at ua. showing their colored 
wing*, snd lAnlttln* their cheerful chimipm* 
music. Several epeclea ere common, though the 
two oral oonaplcuoua ones ere the ecerlet end to* 
black and whit*, th* latter larger than toe other. 
Commonly called "grasshopper.. -- them Insects 
be (one to on* family ot th* group and are more 
properly distinguished a* -long-horned grass¬ 
hoppers." or locusts. Th* locust* whoa* ravage* 
ere recorded In ancient history end still occur 
ou thia continent and other parte ot toe world 
are specie* differing more In habit of life than 
anything else from our little friend* ot sum mer 
and fen. AH at them have antennae dan* than 
toe body Altogether there are In America some 
five hundred species of locum*, or " abort -boms, 
but only three or four ere migratory: thee* are

Although we generally see the locusts flying. 
It la a* Hagan that they era perhaps mom notable : 
at least their I arm accentuates chiefly their 
jumping powers Their bind legs ere remarkably 
long and powerful while th* two front pain are 
relatively short. They tout follow * model of 
very ancient design, handed down from ancient 
reptile-monsters to our frogs snd found ln such 
widely different animals as th* kangaroo, th* tiny 
kangaroo-rat of to* western plain*, and toe Jaek- 
rabbit. Given a fair field a abort-horned grara- 
bopper can jump a good many times his own 
length, thanks to the leverage of tot hug* hlnd-
